The  Collegium  of  the  University  of  St. 
Michael's  College  has  appointed  Professor 
Joseph  Boyle  to  a  second  five-year  term  as 
Principal  of  St.  Michael's  College,  and  Fr. 
Brian  Hogan,  C.S.B.  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Theology  for  a  five-year  term.  Both  ap- 
pointments took  effect  on  1  July  1996. 

Professor  Boyle  is  a  member  of  the  Philoso- 
phy Department,  teaching  undergraduate  and 
graduate  courses  in  Ethics.  He  has  published 
and  lectured  extensively  on  the  just-war 
theory  and  on  bio-medical  ethics.

On  the  evening  of  9  May  Cardinal  Gerald 
Emmett  Carter,  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  St.  Michael's  College,  dedicated  and 
blessed  Sam  Sorbara  Hall  (formerly  known 
as  the  Assembly  Hall)  in  Brennan  Hall.  Mrs. 
Rose  Wolfe,  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  represented  the  University  and 
brought  greetings  from  University  of  To- 
ronto President  Robert  Prichard. 

The  dedication  ceremony,  set  in  a  gala  re- 
ception in  the  newly  decorated  and  equipped 
hall,  was  attended  by  sbme  500  friends  and 
associates  of  the  Sorbara  family  and  of  St. 
Michael's.  Although  illness  hindered  Mr. 
Sam  Sorbara  from  being  present,  his  wife 
Grace,  and  their  children,  Edward,  Joseph, 
Marcella  Tanzola,  and  Gregory,  and  several 
grandchildren  and  other  relatives  were 
present. 

Edward,  Joseph,  Marcella,  and  Gregory,  like 
their  father,  were  students  at  St.  Michael's, 
and  at  this  year's  June  Convocation, 
Gregory  Tanzola  was  the  first  of  the  third 
generation  of  the  Sorbara  family  to  gradu- 
ate from  St.  Michael's  and  the  University 
of  Toronto. 

In  his  remarks  of  welcome.  President 
Richard  Alway  referred  to  the  seven-decade 
association  of  Sam  Sorbara  and  St.  Michael's, 
and  expressed  the  College's  gratitude  for  the 
large  and  very  generous  donation  the 
Sorbara  family  made  to  the  College's  1988- 
1992  Capital  Campaign. 
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This  contribution,  he  said,  "had  a  substan- 
tial effect  in  helping  St  Michael's  attain  its 
fundraising  goal, ...and  inspiring  other  do- 
nors to  follow  their  generous  example." 

President  Alway  spoke  of  the  involvement 
of  Sam  and  Grace  Sorbara,  and  later  their 
children,  in  a  variety  of  social  and  charita- 
ble causes  associated  with  the  Italian  com- 
munity as  well  as  with  the  wider  society. 

He  made  the  point  that  "the  Sorbaras  rec- 
ognize that  if  our  children  and  our  children's 
children  are  to  benefit  from  institutions  such 
as  St.  Michael's,  we  must  attend  to  the  health 
of  these  institutions  now.

Michael's  College  Student  Union,  expressed 
the  thanks  of  the  student  body  to  the 
Sorbara  family.  Marcella  Sorbara  Tanzola

Michael's  and  with  the  Basilian  Fathers,  and

The  Continuing  Education  Division  marked 
its  tenth  anniversary  year  with  a  two  day 
Conference  on  "Ethical  Issues  for  the  Next 
Millennium"  30-31  May.  Dr.  Richard  Gula, 
author  of  Reason  Informed  by  Faith:  Foun- 
dations of  Catholic  Morality,  opened  the  con- 
ference with  a  keynote  address  entitled  "Sur- 
veying the  Landscape  of  Ethical  Pluralism". 

Some  200  participants  went  on  to  enjoy  a 
panel  presentation  which  applied  the  five 
approaches  to  moral  decisions  outlined  m 
Dr.  Gula's  lecture  to  a  case  scenario  dealing 
with  the  issue  of  confidentiality  and  the  pub- 
lic's "right  to  know". 

Over  a  dozen  workshops  addressed  a  vari- 
ety of  ethical  issues,  including  medical,  po- 
litical, and  educational  dilemmas.  A  high- 
light of  the  Conference  was  a  luncheon  with 
guest  speaker  Ursula  Franklin.  Dr. 
Franklin's  address,  "Coping  with  the  Ethi- 
cal Problems  of  a  Technological  Society", 
will  be  available  from  the  Continuing  Edu- 
cation Office  later  this  fall.

Fr.  Raymond  Brown,  S.S.  delivered  the  16th 
Kelly  Theology  Lecture  to  an  overflow  au- 
dience on  the  evening  of  27  March.  Almost 
300  of  the  700  who  came  to  hear  the  emi- 
nent Scripture  scholar  listened  to  the  lec- 
ture in  the  Odette  Lounge  via  an  audio 
hook-up.

1932,  Class  of  1893 


If  you  have  been 
to  Times  Square  in 
New  York  City 
you  probably  have 
noticed  the  statue 
of  the  World  War 
1  hero,  Fr.  Francis 
Duffy,  Chaplain 
of  the  69th  Na- 
tional Guard  Regi- 
ment, the  Irish 
regiment  of  the 
city.  The  actor 
Pat  O'Brien,  por- 
trayed him  in  the  1940  film  The  Fighting 
69th.  Born  in  Cobourg,  Ont.  in  1871,  Fr. 
Duffy  graduated  from  St.  Michael's  in  1893, 
and  became  a  priest  in  the  Archdiocese  of 
New  York,  serving  as  teacher,  seminary  pro- 
fessor, and  parish  priest.  He  was  appointed 
Chaplain  to  the  69ih  Regiment  and  accom- 
panied them  to  battlefields  of  Europe,  where 
his  bravery  in  ministering  to  soldiers  in  life- 
threatening  circumstances  was  recognized 
by  military  decorations  from  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  the  United  States.  His  funeral 
in  1932  drew  over  25,000  mourners,  and  a 
public  subscription  resulted  in  the  casting 
of  the  statue  that  now  stands  in  Times 
Square.
